AWAY SUDDENLY. 


NOTED 


He war Down-Town Monday and Ap- 


parently in as Good Health as He 
Had Enjoyed for Several Years— 
Sudden Returm of the Nervous Ill- 
ness from Which He Had Suffered 
for a Long Time Prostrates Him 
and He Never Rallies. 

John B. Drake, one of Chicago’s oldest and 
most prominent citizens and known all over 
the country as the proprietor of the famous 
old Grand Pacific Hotel, is dead. 

Mr. Drake died at, his home, No. 2114 Calu- 
met avenue, last night at 10:40 o’ciock, and 


he was ll years gla his father died, and a 
year or two later yolung Drake was forcéd to 
leave school and $0 to work to support his 
six brothers and sisters.

There he 
was in the best of spirits at the dinner ta- 
ble and throughout the. early. part of the 
evening. 

At 9 o’clock Monday night, however, he 
complained of feeling a return of his old ill- 
ness. He rapidly grew worse, and after he 
retired at 9 o’clock his condition gradually 
grew worse and became Critical. 

From an early hour yesterday morning 
he rested easily and: was apparently com- 
fortable and recovering from the attack. 
In the evening, however, his condition rap- 
idly grew worse and shortly after 10 o'clock 
he lost consciousness. Before that time he 
recognized his family, all of whom with one 
exception were gathered about his bed. At 
10:40 o’clock he passed away quietly and 
peacefully and without a trace of pain.

STORY OF A LONG, HONORED LIFE.

Mr. Drake’s early education was received 


His Cincinnati experienee determined all 
the future course of his life; thenceforward 
it was destined hotel-keeping was to be his 
business, and he followed it with’suchsignal! 
enterprise and success that he was known 
throughout America and by many in-the Old 
World as one of the great hotelkeepers of 
the United States. When he was a boy 
working about the -old hotel in his native 
town his elder brother, Wilson T. Drake, 
saw his adaptability to the hotel business, 
and advised him to “stick to it, learn the 
business theroughly in all its departments, 
and make that your life wark.” 

In 1855 Mr. Drake resigned his position at 
the Burnett House and came to Chicago, 
where he bought a one-fourth interest in the 
Tremont House, then the leading hotel of 
Chicago. The firm of Gage Bros. & Drake 
was formed, and continued to run the Tre- 
mont House until 1868, when David Gage 
withdrew from the firm and his brother, 
George W. Gage, and Mr. Drake associated. 
togetherin a new partnership under the name 
of Gage & Drake. “Two years afterwards Mr. 
Drake purchased the interest of George Ww. 
Gage, and the business was carried on under 
the name of John B. Drake & Co. 

He continued in the Tremont House until 
it was swept away by the great fire of 1871, 
on the night of Sunday, Oct. . On the fol- 
lowing day he bought the old Michigan av- 
enue hotel at the southwest corner of Mich- 
igan avenue and Congress street. The fire 
was still raging across the street from this 
building, but Mr. Drake made a payment 
to close the contract and took the risk. of 
the fire being checked before reaching it. 
This was the only hotel on the South Side 
saved from the fire. He took posession as 
soon as all danger fram a further outbreak 
was averted, and named his new purchase

In that year the Grand Pacific Hotel 
Building was completed by astock company 
and was occupied by Gage Bros. & Rice.

No landlord was personaily more popula) 
with the traveling public than Mr. Drake.

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CHICAGO THEOSOPHISTS MOURN THE 
ABSENCE OF SOUL LEADERS. 


Disciples of the Blavatsky School Not 
Disposed te Argue Rumors Con- 
cerning the Origin of the New Re- 
ligion—Confess the Sect in America 
Is Deficient in Inspired Disciples— 
Kipling’s Theory of Evolution Of- 
fends Believers of the Infinite. 


Chicago Theosophists are not inclined to 
talk a great deal about the origin of the 
theosophical societies of the United States. 
In the THE TRIBUNE Monday was printed a 
dispatch from New York which said the ori- 
gin of the so-called theosophical doctrines 
of the world was the invention of New York 
persons. 

George E. Wright, President of the Chi- 
cago Theosophical Society, is considered the 
head and front of Blavatskyism here, but 
nothing could! induce him to express any 
opinion on this last attack on the antiquity 
of Esoteric Buddhism, theosophy, ar Bla- 
Vatskyism. Miss Nettie E. Wickes, the Sec- 
retary of the’ Chicago branch, was more 
communicative. She said yesterday: 

“I have read the New York story. Some 
of it is true and part incorrect. We teach 
great Hindoo truths, a religion much older 
than any of the first lines of the Bible. We 
expect ridicule, for theosophy is beyond the 
comprehension of the vulgar. No, I do not 
understand’ any of the myriad dialects of 
the East. I have not given the matter a 
great deal of thought. The whole matter is 
contained in the Vedas and Unpanishads. 
These have been translated for us. There 
are no mahatmas in.Chicago so far as I 
know. A mahatma is a perfect soul—a 
great soul. The headquarters of theosophy 
are at Adyar! in Madras. I have not read 
Rudyard Kipling’s definition of theosophy. 
He has lived long in India and should know 
something about it. What is it?’’ 

Her interviewer read from Kipling’s 
“Sending of Dana Da,”’ the same being the 
history of a visitation of cats, that bright 
young man’s reverent effort to render the- 
osophy clear to the masses. 


Kipling’s Theory of Evolution. 

It ran thus: ‘‘ Once upon a time, some 
people in India made a new heaven and a 
new earth outiof broken tea-cups, a missing» 
brooch or two, and a hair brush. These 
were hidden under bushes or stuffed into 
holes in the hillside, and an entire civil serv- 
ice of subordinate gods used to find or mend 
them again; and every one said: ‘ There 
are more things in heaven and earth than 
are dreamed of in our philosophy.’ This re- 
ligion was too elastic for ordinary use. It 
stretched itself and embraced pieces of 
everything that medicine-men of all ages 
have manufactured. It approved of an 
stole from Freemasonry: looted the Latter- 
Day Rosicrucians of half their pet words; 
took any fragments of Egyptian philosophy 
that it found in the ‘ Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica’; annexed as many of the Vedas as 
had been translated into French or English, 
and talked of all the rest: built in the Ger- 
man versions of what is left of the Zend 
Avesta; encouraged white, gray, and black 
magic, including spiritualism, palmistry, 
fortuné-telling by cards, hot chestnuts, 
double-kerneled nuts, and tallow droppings: 
would have adopted Voodoo and Oboe had 
it known anything about them, and showed 
itself in every way one of the most accom- 
modating arrangements that had ever been 
invented since the birth of the sea.’’ 


Theory of a Youthful Enthusiast. 

The Secretary ofthe Chicago Theosophical 
Society soon settled Rudyard Kipling’s def- 
inition. 

‘‘That’s all bosh,’’ she said, ‘‘written by a 
man who could not understand the infinite 
truths we seek, and seekingteach. Itisthe 
ridicule we. exipect.’’ 

As a last resort enlightenment was sought 
from G. Marpole Willis, No. 769 North Clark 
street, Mr. Willis is the Vice-President of 
the local theosophs.

(The three dynamos 
could furnish sufficient current for 4,000 six- 
teen candle-power (incandescent lamps. 
There are now about'!2,000 lamps connected 
to the mains of the company. The dynamos 
are driven by three Dick, Kerr & Co. gas 
engines, with a total of 300 horse-power

battery cells, with a capacity of 125 am- 
peres of electricity at 110 volts. Until re- 
cently the dy¥ynamos were stopped at mid- 
night, and the storage batteries supplied the 
electricity during the remainder of the 
night.

The company has thus far supplied elec- 
tricity only to the Buildings in the same 
block, those on the opposite side of Clark 
street, and in South Water street.

After a long discussion as to the proper 
amount which should be given to the various 
schools over and above the apportionment it 
was decided that $5,000 would meet the 
most pressing needs of the present time and 
yet not cripple the society in giving.

SITE FORA LIGHT PLANT. 


MAY COST $160,000, BUT WEST PARKS 
WILL BE BENEFITED. 


-_-_— 


West Park Commissioners Determine 
to Put Pleasure. Grounds Under 
Their Care in Best Condition—Union 
Park as a Site for the New City Hall 
Discussed—Douglias Park People In- 
sist Upon Having a Gymnasium and 
Public Bath. 

A site has been chosen in Garfield Park 
for the placing of an electric plant to furnish 
power for the supply of all the West Side 
parks and boulevards with light. The esti- 
mated cost is nearly $160,000, and as soon as 
plans and specifications can be prepared 
bids will be solicited for the completion of 
the work. This was decided upon at a meet- 
ing of the West Park Board yesterday. 

The board met with the intention of hear- 
ing both the people’s and the railroad’s side 
of the Fortieth street controversy. The 
Northern Pacific had a representative on 
hand and the property-owners and the resi- 
dents of the vicinity of Fortieth street were 
present in numbers. The Commissioners 
checkmated discussion by choosing to defer 
all consfderation of the railroad question 
until after the courts had made a decision 
on the injunction question. This decision 
was not made known to those interested 
until the meeting was well over. General 
Manager Ainslee of: the Northern Pacific 
asked the Commissioners in a short and 
innocent-looking petition for permission for 
the railroad to lay another track across 
Washington boulevard. Of course, if this 
request was refused the new track already 
laid along the street would be of no service, 
and it. was to combat its granting that the 
Fortieth street property-owners and others 
were present. The Commissioners referred 
the whole matter to the Improvement com- 
mittee, and refused further to consider it. 

An interesting report was read from Forée 
Bain, electrical engineer, who had been re- 
tained to give an estimate of the cost of 
lighting all the parks and boulevards of the 
West Side. The cost as reported by him 
will approximate $157,000. The estimate in- 


cludes a 500 horse-power boiler, $7,200; a 


stoker, $1,600: an engine, %10,000; jack- 
shafts, etc., $2,500; five 125-light are dyna- 
mos, and 625 double service arc lamps com- 
plete, $35,000. There are other smaller 
items, which will go to make up the sum 
given by the engineer in his report. 

As soon as the engineer's report was read 
it was decided to make plans and specitica- 
tions and to advertise for bids. The site 
chosen for the electric plant is in Garfield 
Park, just east of Hamlin avenue. 

Want City Hall in Union Park. 

The Board of Commissioners reso! ved to 
back up the residents of the West Side in 
their announced determination to get the 
City Hall removed to a site in Union Park. 
In accordance with this sentiment they 
passed a resolution to the effect that they 
would order no.imiprovements of Union 
Park requiring an expenditure of a large 
sum of money until the City Hall question 
was finally settled. 

It was just on the heel of this that a re- 
port from General Superintendent Mahoney 
was read, saving certain roadway improve- 
ments in the park were necessary. It became 
question whethér or not the City Hall mat- 
ter outweighed the necessity of bettering the 
park. The park will have the new roadways 
ordered, even if the hall of government is 
moved. 

The West Side railroad company had its 
attention rather sharply called to the fact 
that its crossings over the boulevards were 
in bad shape, and it was told to remedy them 
forthwith. 

The people in the vicinity of Douglas Park 
want a geymnasium and public bath. They 
petitioned the Commissioners to supply them 
and yesterday the request was granted in 
this resolution: 

Whereas, July 9, 1895, a large petition was 
presented to this board for the construction of an 
open air gymnasium and public bath in Douglas 
Park, south of Ogden avenue; and 

Whereas, lt is_our aim and desife to improve 


the parks and boulevards in a manner that will 


be most appreciated by the public, and believing 
that the petition so presented with upwards of 
10,000 signatures attached contains the prayer 
and sentiment of our most public-spirited citizens, 
and is a sufficient notification from the public 
of its preference in the premises for this board 
to proceed at once to carry out the prayer of said 
petitioners; therefore be it ' 

Resolved, That the Finance and Improvement 
committee of this board be directed to employ 
an architect to prepere plans and specifications 
for the improvement of. Douglas Park, south of 
Ogden avenue, in the manner and for the purpose 
set forth in said petition. : 

The Commissioners intend fighting the 
city in the case of the Southwest boulevard 
viaduct. The police have stopped work on 
the structure’ which ‘is being. erected by the 
Burlington road with the sanction of the 
West Park Board. The\ board’s attorney 
will meet the representatives of the city in 
court. 

The Finance and Improvement committee 
was empowered to direct condemnation pro- 
ceedings against property lying within the 
lines of the proposed extension of Humboldt 
boulevard from Western avenue to Diversey 
street for the purpose of gaining a complete 
connection of the west park system with 
that of the North Side.
